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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-15 are allowed in view of the Applicant's arguments (See Applicant's 
response, filed 4/14/2005, p6, lines 12-21, p7 lines 1-21, p8, lines 1-17, p9, lines 13-18*, 
p10; see Applicant's Response, filed 9/12/2005, p7, 17-21, p8, lines 1-18, p9, lines 6-15, 
p10, lines 1-10*) and the cited prior art of record. The independent claims recite in an 
ATM/DSL service network, including an ATM/DSL head-end, which includes a network 
control system, receiving a remote services control change from a user at a computer, 
the request in the form of an encapsulated IP signal including the IP address of a web 
server, and in response to receiving the request, validating the control change to a 
remote service in the request, based upon a relationship between a user that issued the 
user command, the remote services provisioned for the user, and a unique serial 
number of a CPE corresponding to the user, which, in addition to the rest of the claim 
limitations, are distinguished from the prior art. See Instant Specification for support 
(see Spec, p5, lines 18-31, p6, lines 20-31, p7, lines 1-25).
